5. You will receive a letter setting forth the decision of the 
committee. 

6. If you disagree with the decision of the committee you may 
request a review of this decision by the National Council of 
the Boy Scouts of America.

(Fish) was the investigating officer, Mondary was 
living with the two families at various times and 
had brought the three boys into both Little League 
and the Boy Scouts* Mondary had been baby sitting 
for a period of time for these r ami-ies and the 
molestation(s) had occurred in these homes. Fish 
sated that he had not uncovered any evidence of any 
abuse in any scouting context. Fish further stated 
"hat the youth involved were receiving counseling 
through their families insurance plans and he did 
not think that there was any need for assistance 
from the 3S A . He declined to identify the youth or 
families , 




As Mr. Roy E, Mondary is incarcerated in the Gibson 
County Jail, until transfer to the Indiana Penal 
System, the letter advising him that his 
registration with the 3SA (copy attached) has been 
sent to him in jail, via certified mail.
